Ship Plunges Into North Sea; 34th

Air Force flyers were kilied today 
when their reconnaissance plane ex- 
ploded and fell into the North Sea.

MOVIE EXTRA SENT 
T0 PRISON FOR KILLING 


Two to 15 Years—Judge Says 
Defendant ““Got Away 
With Murder.” 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, April  7.—Ex- 
pressing the opinion that Ralph 
Pekor, movie extra and artist, for- 
merly of Birmingham, Ala., “got 
away with murder,” Superior Judge 
A. E. Scott sentenced him to two 
to 15 years in Folsom prison today. 
Pekor killed William Williamson, 
Jefferson City (Mo.) farm youth 
who wanted to be a movie cowboy. 


A jury convicted Pekor of man- 
slaughter yesterday and he filed a 
plea for leniéncy. 

“Many times I have heard the ex- 
pression, ‘Getting away with mur- 
der,“ said Judge Scott. Never 
more true has been that expression 
than in this case. In my opinion 
you deliberately murdered that man 
in cold blood with malice afore- 
thought. 

“I recommend that the prison 
board, before turning vou loose, 
make a complete investigation of 
your record, not only in Californis, 
but in the State of Georgia where, 
I believe, you are wanted on an es- 
cape charge.”

Mo., April 7.—Earl 
Jerichow, president of the Western 
Brotherhood of Shoe & Rubber 
Workers, took the witness stand to- 
day at the National Labor Relations 
Board hearing against the Interna- 
tional Shoe Co. to defend his or- 
ganization against the charge that 
it is a company union. 

A slight, mild-mannered man who 
has been employed by the company 
for about 25 years, he had just be- 
gun to make general denials that 
the company had anything to do 
with the brotherhood when the 
noon recess was taken. He testi- 
fied that he was not present at the 
meeting at which he was elected 
president, but that it was a heavy 
rain. which prevented him from be- 
ing there. 

Testimony as to how the brother- 
hood. boasted of its influence with 
the company in order to gain new 
members was brought out at yes- 
terday’s session. The hearing is 
now in its twenty-first full day. 

Union’s Secretary’s Testimony. 

Joe Kane, paid secretary of the 
brotherhood, who. completed a 10- 
hour, examination today, identified

pany was shut down. The letter 
was sent to about 300 workers in 
the plant who were not members 
of the brotherhood and, in one 
paragraph it stated: 

“While we don't know that the 
agitation, threats, misstatement of 
facts, intimidations, and coercions 

the boot and shoe ‘workers’ 
union were the reason for the Bluff 
City factory closing at this time, 
we do feel it has a part-and we 
know that for years it has hap- 
pened in numerous other places.” 

It then exhorted the workers to 
join the brotherhood with these 
words: “We feel that your coming 
in with us will help in opening the 
Bluff City factory. We want to 
repeat that we are bearing down 
on the International Shoe Co. offi- 
cials and doing everything we can 
to get the factory started. If it can 
be done the Western Brotherhood 
can do it.” 

Kane said the letter had been 
composed by Earl Jerichow, presi- 
dent of the organization. Asked by 
Alan F. Perl, NL R B regional at- 
torney, how he knew that activity 
of the boot and shoe union, which 
is an American Federation of Labor 
affiliate, had a part in the shutting 
down of the factory, he said that 
it was a common rumor at the time. 
Perl had the same difficulty in 
eliciting definite information about 
the brotherhood from Kane as he 
has had with other of the organi- 
zation’s officers. Kane, it appears, 
is not his brotherhood’s keeper. 

‘Has Leave of Absence. 

Kane, as a matter of fact, didn’t 
even know how he got his job. He 
joined the brotherhood last July 18 
and the following day he was ap- 


pointed secretary. He is now on 


leave of absence from the company 
and is paid $25 a week for his sec- 
retarial work. 

He did know, however, that he 
wasn't sure where his next week’s 
pay was coming from. Perl drew 
out of him the information that 
although the brotherhood claims 
2100 members who are supposed 
to pay 50 cents a month dues, the 
treasury now contains but $40. Be- 
sides Kane the brotherhood’s treas- 
urer, Les Gaertner, gets $25 a week 
pay. 

In explanation of this Kane said 
that the dues had dropped off since 
the start of the present hearing. 
Another explanation is the fact that 
the brotherhood carries on its rolls 
as members anyone who has signed 
an application card. The member 
is suspended if he has not paid 
dues for two months, but he is 
carried for a year as a suspended 
member and counted in the total 
membership. 

An attempt by the brotherhood 
to smear attorneys and investiga- 
tors for the Labor Board failed 
when Kane testified that he had 
no personal knowledge of various 
allegations which he had sworn to 
in.the brotherhood’s formal answer 
to the board’s complaint, filed at 
the start of the hearing. 


Board Accused of Coercion. 


In this answer it was alleged that 
board members had “wilfully” 
taken false statements from shoe 
company employes, that they had 
coerced others into making state - 
ments which they knew were not 
true, and that they had trapped 
prospective witnesses with leading 
questions. 

Kane said that he knew of no 
such things of his own knowledge. 
Asked by Trial Examiner David 
F. Smith why he signed an affi- 
davit to that effect he replied that 
he had read only part of the 
answer.

Dr. James H. Means Says Pres- 


ent Policies Are Close to 
Standpatism.“ 


NEW YORK, April 7.—An_ atti- 
tude “close to standpatism” in 
medical care was charged against 


the American Medical Association | 


today in the annual address of 
James H. Means, M. D., of Boston, 
president of the American College 
of Physicians. 


The association is the govern- 


ing body of American medicine, 
with more than 130,000 physician 
members. The college has 4000 


members who also belong to the 
association. 

Dr. Means’ talk was the most 
direct attack yet made on the par- 
ent association since differences of 
opinion started a year ago in the 
medical profession about state and 
Federal aid for medical care. 

He charged that the official 
spokesmen of the ‘association were 
like “Jove on Olympus” hurling 
“thunderbolts of wrath at all who 
differ with orthodox doctrine.” He 
did not name these spokesmen. 
Calls for “Enlightened Opposition.” 

Dr. Means called for “develop- 
ment of enlightened opposition 
within the democracy of the na- 
tional association” to bring to light 
leaders “who can find the way to 
solution of some of the problems 
of medical service which now 
baffle both the profession and the 
public.” 

The College of Physicians, he 
said, was a place for intellectual 
freedom, for breeding ideas, and 
for assurance of dispassionate at- 
tention to opinions. 

“Let us,” he said, “consider our 
national medical association and 


the relation of the college to it. 


‘Organized medicine,’ the associa- 
tion has called itself; ‘the doctor’s 
trust,’ it has been called by mem- 
bers of the laity; an institution, be 
it said at once, which has accom- 
plished great good, but one which 
by reason of its political nature is 
subject to certain limitations by 
which, on the contrary, a college 
such as ours is not bound. 

J apply the term political to the 
American Medical Association ad- 
visedly. I use it descriptively, not 
critically. Its organization is pat- 
terned somewhat after the political 
structure of the United States. 

“Close to Standpatism.” 

“The behavior of the association 
is political. It is partisan behavior; 
it champions a cause. At the pres- 
ent time the cause is something 
close to standpatism. 

“But the policy can be changed 
at any time, if the membership 
wills it. At the present time the 
membership of the American Med- 
ical Association is apathetic and 
inarticulate because it has no 
issues, no platforms set up to vote 
for. 

“It is allowing the medical poli- 
ticilans to run things about as they 


please. As no democracy can

They'll even con- 
nive to defeat your orders, some- 
times. I had a fellow on the 
Sacramento team whom I sent up 
to bunt. He didn't want to bunt; 
he wanted to hit because he could 
slug the ball. He _ deliberately 
bunted foul twice, so that he could 
come up for that third strike and 
swing. But I made him bunt on 
the third strike—and he struck 
out.” 

* * * 
“THEY’RE NOT to blame, alto- 
gether,” Gabby continued, “Part 
of the fault lies with the business 
offices of most baseball clubs. 
They drag in averages too often 
when’ arranging salaries with 
players. 

“Why, you only batted .300 this 
year and that’s 10 points lower 
than you hit the year before,” 
they tell a player. Or, “Your 
fielding percentage dropped to 
so-and-so last year.” Or “your 
percentage of winning games was 
“ower last year.” That's made 
our baseball player what he is 
today. 

That's why they haven't dared 
to post ‘hit’ or ‘error’ during ball 
games where players can see 
them. It upsets their mental 
state. They figure every hit or 
error may play a part in their 
next year’s salary. They play 
everything safe and take no 
chances, 

“And you can see their view- 
point sometimes, But that 
doesn’t excuse their failure to 
play to win, first of all. A ball 
player's job is to help win games 
and obey orders to the very limit 
of his ability. That is the least 
that he can do for his employers, 
for the fans and for himself.”

AND So If APPEARS from all 
this, that the Browns have the 
stuff—some pretty fair material. 
But where they will finish de- 
pends in a large measure on just 
what they put into their éfforts. 

From what this writer saw in 
training camp, it is likely that 
Gabby will not have to complain 
about “percentage” players. The 
lads here really have been

LONDON, April 7.—Neville Cham- 
berlain, British Prime Minister, is 
striving to complete an Anglo-Ital- 
ian accord before Hitler visits Mus- 
solini in May. Mussolini is cred- 
ited in official quarters here with 
a similar desire. Chamberlain has 
so far been silent regarding his 
next move, if such an agreement 
is reached. But unofficial and op- 
position observers of foreign af- 
fairs prophesy that he will then 
propose a four-power pact with 
France, Germany and Italy for the 
preservation of the peace of Europe. 

The British Government pro- 
fesses the belief that Mussolini has 
been badly shaken by the German 
Fuehrer’s annexation of Austria. 
Mussolini is now said to be eager 
for a British understanding as a 
means of strengthening his hand 
against Hitler, and his alleged dis-

That reply 
left Chamberlain no peaceful al- 
ternative except to try to make his 
peace with Italy.

victory. Chamberlain's opponents 
tlaim that the Prime Minister has 
all along preferred a Franco tri- 
umph to a victory by the loyalist 
left government in Spain.

His offer to 
Mussolini naturally includes de jure 
recognition of the conquest of Abys- 


British officialdom discounts the 
possibility of war over the question 
of the German minority in Czecho- 
slovakia.

Whistling in the Dark. 

But extensive conversations with 
officials, members of the opposi-.

good deal of “whistling in the dark” 
about the arguments advanced to 
show that Britain’s position is not 
as desperate as it appears to be to 
those with the perspective of out- 
siders. There is no doubt that all 
thoughtful persons here who really 
study the international situation are 
extremely conscious of this coun- 
try’s uneasy situation and are equal- 
ly unhappy over her apparent in- 
ability to immediately do anything 
about it. 

Most .discussion of the situation 
inevitably leads to a common de- 
fense: that Britain’s foreign, policy 
is based, from day to day, upon 
the state of her preparedness, and 
that as her armed might increases, 
so her resistance to the demands 
and ambitions of Italy and Ger- 
many will become correspondingly 
stronger. 

But even the possibility of wag- 
ing a successful war is to Cham- 
berlain only one whit better than 
fighting a losing one. In his pri- 
vate discussions of the question, 
he has been reiterating that there 
is no “victor”. in modern war and 
that’ another world conflict would 
result in a Bolshevik Britain, -re- 
gardiess of its outcome. That, to 
Chamberlain, is sufficient reason 
for going to almost any lengths in 
order to avoid another Armaged- 
don.

The world has seen many examples of currency infla- 
tion resulting from government budgets which could 
not be balanced. Once the process starts and the printing 
presses begin, it is next to impossible to stop.

Bur 
if the budget cannot be balanced, if government expendi- 
tures cannot be held within revenues, and if the govern- 
ment credit is destroyed, then uncontrollable’ currency 
inflation is inevitable. Balancing the budget is not a 
matter of political policy, it is not a matter of parties 
or of partisanship it is an economic necessity —it is the 
most important problem before the country.

As a business 
man, he Will select those pictures that 
appeal most strongly at the box office— 
whith brings us back again to the sub- 
ject of public taste. 

Dducating public taste is a Slow and, 
as the movies have found, an éxpensive 
procedure. Yet contrast the films being 
offered today with those of évén five or 
10 years Ago, and you will find that the 
movie industry has done & colossal job in 
uplifting its own product and, by the 
same token, public taste.

Japan has hot admitted that she is engaging in a 
war with China, but her Ambassador to Russia has 
just protested to Russia against the latter’s inter- 
fering in said war by sending aviators to fight in 
the Chinese war. If there is ho war, there is no con- 
ceivable basis in international usage for a Japanese 
protest, for in that case the airplane involved 1s just 
a part of a routine exchange of goods and the pilot 
is just a tourist. 

Not to be otitdone in this fourth-<dimensional com- 
édy, Commissar Litvinov has replied that Russia 
knows nothing about this particular aviator who 
speaks Russian and is flying a Russian plane. As for 
previous unacknowledged Russians, their presence 
is not admitted, either, but nevertheless they have 
the same standing a8 British, American and other 
volunteer flyers in China. And Japan, says Mr. Lit- 
vinov, has not protested to those countries.

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THE PRICE OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Gordon Matusofsky pleaded guilty in Cireuit Judge 
Murphy's court Tuesday to a charge of manslaughter, 
and, on recommendation of the Circuit Attorney’s 
office, was sentenced to six months in the workhouse. 

The offense was a traffic accident which occurred 
at Laclede and Euclid Oct. 22. Driving west on La- 
clede, Matusofsky’s car collided with a taxicab in 
which two men were killed, the passenger, George J. 
Schmeder, and the eab driver, August Kroétef. 


ger. Yesterday Matusofsky entered a plea of guilty 
in the death of the taxicab driver and was given a 
concurrent six-month sentence.

These are the funda- 
mental prihtiples upon which our Goverument 
was founded, and they are the principles which 
have been adhered to in the Whole development 
of our business structure. They are the distilla- 
tion of the common sense of generations. 

An attempt Was made in 1932 to Gafry out the es- 
sence of Mr. Hoover's idea about how the civil service 
adniinistration should be improved. Representative 
Cochran ot St. Louis introduced a bill for a single 
administrator to take over the functions of the Civil 
Service Commission, and when hearitigs were held, 
none other than Thomas E. Campbell, chairman of 
thé Civil Services Commission under Mr. Hoover, 
testified in favor of it.

Actually, what prompted the Pres- 
ident was, no doubt, a keen sense 
of self-preservation. The world is 
a place of unrest and agitation, 
with desperate people taking des- 
perate measures in the attempt 
merely to survive; and millions of 
people wandering more or less aim- 
lessly, and battering at every con- 
eeivable door, being passed from 
frontier to frontier, will certainly 
do nothing to help restore world 
order, 

Nor can any democratic country 
wash its hands of the problem, if it 
wishes to retain its own soul. The 
spectacle of acute human suffer- 
ing, arbitrarily imposed, incurred 
by thousands in defense of the very 
Meals which are the ones we are 
Mipposed to live by, cannot be re- 
garded with equanimity or indif- 
ference, unless we are prepared to 
admit that the ideas no longer 
have validity. A defeatist attitudes 
toward the refugee problem be- 
comes a defeatist attitude toward 
democracy itself. 

Obviously, what is needed is a 
program and efficient organization 
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training. 


That, of course, is one of the trag- 


oral physicians in the world. 

To admit that the whole round 
earth has no place left for men and 
women of peculiar and expert skill, 
once the doors of their own land 
close behind them, is to admit that 
the whole round earth, as it is at 
present organized, is a celossal and 
incurable failure. 

That, we are not yet prepared to 
admit. 

* * * 

Therefore, the attempt of Secre- 
tary Hull and of President Roose- 
velt to rally the governments of 
all countries to some concerted 
thought and action, should be wel- 
comed and assisted in every pos- 
sible way. 

It is an attempt to bring some 
order into a condition rapidly ap- 
proaching chaos, and not only our 
sympathies but our wisdom and 
common sense should welcome it.

ET’S discuss the mineral king-

health will, we trust, read on 
and remember. But it’s the girls 
with extra poundage whom we es- 
pecially wish to help. 

So—let’s go. We said “mineral 
kingdom” and meant it, Our 
bodies are miniature mineral ex- 
hibitions. They can become treas- 
ure houses of physical fitness and 
attractiveness if our food keeps 
that mineral content up to the 
mark, 


These nine are nebel for body 
growth and health: calcium, phos- 
phorus, potassium, sulphur, sodium, 
chlorine, magnesium, iron and io- 
dine. Ten or more others contrib- 
ute to our continued well-being, 
Among them are fluorine, silicon, 
manganese, copper, arsenic. and 
aluminum. But don’t be alarmed, 
We do not demand that you go 
into a mathematical dither in order 
to compute exactly how much of 
each mineral you must have in 
your 8 diet. Nothing at 
all like that. 

We'll take the easiest way. N 
ing nutrition experts—all uni 
sity authorities —say that if we 
keep up to the mark our ply 
of calcium, ‘phosphorus and iron, 
the rest of the mineral family will 
take care of themselves. Let’s con- 
centrate on those three: calcium 
(for bones and teeth); phosphorus 
(for bones and teeth and for the 
healthy functioning of our glandu- 
lar and nervous systems); iron (for 
cell growth and for the oxygen- 
carrying properties of the blood). 
These three are tricky minerals in 
which we are apt to be lacking un- 
less we use judgment. 

But when we know that they are 
to be found abundantly in fruits,

South lost his only spade stopper 

ediately. With the heart suit 
wide open it was apparent that the 
only hope of fulfilling the contract 
depended on running the diamond 
suit without losing the lead. No 
other consideration was involved. 
The K-10-4 of. diamonds were out- 
standing. As we know, with only 
ten of a suit, missing the king, the 
proper play is to finesse, not to 
play for a drop. Hence, if the dia- 
mond king is in West's hand, 
whether guarded or unguarded, it 
will make, since there is no reason 
to violate this rule. of play. All 
right, we must finesse, but in pre- 
cisely what manner? Entering 
dummy with a club, should we lead 
a low diamond and finesse to the 
queen, or lead the jack and, if it is 
not covered, let it ride? 


The answer to this ig simple when 
we consider the possible distribu- 
tions of the missing diamonds. If 
East has the king blank, the K-10 
or the K-4, it does not matter what 
diamond we lead from dummy. We 
are perfectly safe. There is a pos- 
sibility, however, that East holds all 
three of the missing diamonds, and 
in that case it will be fatal to lead 
low to the queen. East, of course, 
will not split his honors. He will 
put the four on the deuce. The 
queen holds but, when West fails to 
follow, our doom becomes plain. 
East still has the K-10 and no man- 
ner of play can shut out his trick. 

Had we played properly and led 
dummy’s diamond jack, the doom 
would be transferred to East. If he 
covered, our ace would win and, 


einde West would show out, another 


finesse would be establis:ied against 
the ten spot. If Hast ducked, the 
jack would hold. Thus, since there 
is nothing to lose in any case by 
leading the jack, and something to 
gain in one-case, this selection be- 
comes the “percentage” play.
